Claims 1, 3, 15 

Reference 1 describes, in page 4, column 6, line 34 ~ page 5, column 
7, line 5, that automatic setting is carried out by detecting an analog 
video signal that responds to an IEEE1394 command of power "ON" / "OFF" , 
and detection of a sync signal of the video signal is exemplified. However, 
considering that detection of the state of terminal voltage is well known 
as detection of an analog video signal, neither novelty nor inventive step 
is recognized in Claim 1. 

Reference 2 describes, in page 2, column 2, line 38 ~ page 3, column 
3, line 15, that whether the device is in the communication state or not 
is determined by detecting change in the voltage level at an external 
terminal, and this ensures the above-mentioned publicity. 

Claims 7, 8, 10, 16 

It is commonly carried out to connect an external device by a digital 
line through a well-known HDMI terminal, and therefore, it is merely an 
arbitrarily adaptable technique to connect an external device by a digital 
line instead of an analog line of Reference 1. 

Claims 2, 4-6, 9, 11-14 

Any of the references neither discloses nor suggests that connection 
settings to all external devices are performed at one time by sending 
commands of different characteristics to the respective external devices, 
and therefore, it is not obvious.
